DEMOGRAPHIC CHANGES {The following paper was written by Professor 

IN POLAND: Stefan Szulc, President of the Central Statis-

Since Professor 

Szulc did not arrive in time for the meetings, the editors of Popula- 

tion Index have received his gracious permission to present here for 

American students his resume of the demographic changes that accom- 
panied the war and its aftermath in Poland. ] 


The area of prewar Poland amounted to 390 thousand square kil- 
ometers. As a result of the war Poland lost 181 thousand square kil- 
ometers on the east and gained 101 thousand square kilometers on the 
west and north. The area of Poland is now 310 thousand square kil- 
ometers, 80 thousand less than before the war. The prewar population 
of Poland within the boundaries as they then existed was estimated at 
about 35 million on January 1, 1939. An estimated 11.8 million people 
lived on the land now separated from Poland, and 23.2 million lived 
on the Jand that remains Polish. The 1939 population of the lands now 
added to Poland was 9.1 million. Thus the prewar population of the 
territory now forming Poland was about 32.3 million. This figure, 
however, cannot form the basis forananalysis of the present popula- 
tion of Poland, for the revolutionary changes produced by the war were 
too great. 


The first reliable data on the population of postwar Poland are 
those of the census of February 14,1946. Despite the difficult con- 
ditions, this census was taken as a regular inventory, with about 57 
thousand enumerators visiting all dwellings in the country. It is 
apparent that the results must be less precise than those of a census 
taken under more normal conditions, but they approach the real situ- 
ation quite closely and may be taken as areasonable basis for further 
analysis. At the same time, they have definite limitations. The cen- 
sus was a summary one only, the enumerators securing for each dwelling 
the number of people and their distribution in broad categories. The 
information was limited to sex, age (below 18, 18-59, and 60 years or 
above), and major nationality (Polish, German, other). This last di- 
vision by nationality didnot yield accurate results and the data have 
not yet been published. 


The total population according to the census of February 14, 1946, 
was 23,930 thousand. This is eight million below the population liv- 
ing within this same territory at the beginning of 1939. The decrease 
is due to various causes. Aside from the deaths of several million 
people killed by the Germans, numbers of births anddeaths were approx- 
imately equal in the period from January 1, 1939 to January 1, 1946. 
The process of change must be considered separately for the two parts 
of Poland, the "old" and the "new." The "old," that part of Poland 
that remained Polish, included 23.2 million inhabitants in 1939. By 
1946 the number had been reduced to 18.8 million. The loss of some 
4.4 million was due primarily to the murders committed by the Germans. 








In 1939 this territory included 2,280 thousand Jews; nearly all were 
murdered.* An accurate estimate of the number of Polish people who 
were murdered cannot yet be made. It is known to have been very 
large, though considerably less than the number of Jews. 


Migratory movements were also a significant factor in the de- 
crease of population. These movements were due in part to flight, 
but primarily they were a forced displacement by the Germans, either 
to concentration camps or to forced labor in Germany. Probably as 
many as two million Poles were involved in these forced removals. 
Many of them died, and only a part of those surviving were able to 
return to Poland before February, 1946. Furthermore, a considerable 
number of Polish people had moved from the "old" area to the newly 
acquired western lands prior to the taking of the census. 


The population of the lands acquired in the west and north, 9.1 
million in 1939, had been reduced to 5.1 million in February, 1946. 
The actual loss of population in this area was much greater, for the 
5.1 million people enumerated here included about 2 million newPol- 
ish settlers. It probably amounts to about 6 million people, almost 
exclusively Germans. Some of the prewar German population had enlisted 
in the army, but the major losses were due to the flights that occurred 
during or soon after the occupation of the territory by Russian troops. 
Less than 2.5 million Germans remained inthis area atthe time of the 
census. These have aiready been or will soon be moved to Germany in 
accordance with the terms of the PotsdamConference. The contimity of 
the demographic process in this territory has therefore been almost 
completely broken. 


Among the most characteristic features of the demographic situa- 
tion in Polandare the extraordinarily large migratory movements. Al- 
though not all these movements have been registered, we possess par- 
tial registrations that give agood idea of their size and character- 
istics. 


Prior to the census of February 14, 1946, some 1,567 thousand 
Poles arriving inPoland had been registered. These figures included: 
(1) 703 thousand people returning from the west, mainly Germany, and 
(2) 864 thousand returning from territories now component parts of 
the Soviet Union. Both these figures are minimal, for many people 
arrived before it was possible to organize precise control of the move- 
ments and secure statistical information on them. At the same time, 
some 350 thousand Ukrainians, White Ruthenians, and Lithuanians had 
moved to the Soviet Union in accordance with the agreement concluded 
at the end of 1944 between Poland and the Soviet Union for the inter- 
change of nationals. The flight of Germans that took place before the 
administration of the country was taken over by Polish authorities

* This figure of something over 2 million Jews does not include all 
Jews murdered onPolish territory. There were 1,160 thousand Jews liv- 
inginthe prewar eastern parts of Poland; most were murdered, although 
some escaped and were displaced to eastern parts of Russia. In addi- 
tion, the Germans brought large numbers of Jews from other countries 
of Europe to Poland and murdered them in camps especially adapted to 
this purpose. 














could not be registered. It included both the flight from the newly 
acquired land and the flight of perhaps one million from the area tit 
had been and remained Polish. 


Migration has continued since the census of February, 1946, but 
the tension is lessening. At present (October, 1946), the evacuation 
of Russian nationals to the Soviet Unionis practically complete. The 
total number evacuated amounts to about 516 thousand. The return of 
a considerable number of Poles is still expected (as of November 1), 
although no precise estimate of mumbers can be made. 


A new factor entered during the latter part of February, 1946, 
i.e., the evacuation of all Germans from Poland. It proceeds under 
the terms of the Potsdam Conference and by agreement with the occupa- 
tion authorities in Germany. At the end of September, 1946, nearly 
1,300 thousand Germans had been displaced under this arrangement. 


In addition to these outward movements over national frontiers 
there was an intensive migration within Poland as settlers went from 
the overcrowded districts of the lands which had remained Polish to 
the depopulated lands of the west. Although there are no precise sta- 
tistics on these movements, the numbers involved are already consider- 
able. 


Migrations in postwar Poland may be divided into two principal 
categories: (1) return to a previous place of residence, and (2) 
change in place of residence. 


Even though repatriated persons may return to a previous place 
of residence, the return is not to the old conditions. Many return 
only to find that theirfamilies have disappeared during the war, per- 
haps murdered by the Germans. Many find their houses in ruins, and 
the problem of finding some sort of abode is difficult. Return to a 
previous business or occupation is often impossible. None the less, 
the people who "return home" tend to be in a wholesome psychological 
situation which assists in the adjustment to deceptions, hardships, 
and inconveniences. 


The adjustment is much more difficult for people who change their 
place of residence. Settlers from previous Polish lands who move to 
the new lands belong to this category, as do many families returning 
from without the boundaries of today's Poland. The adaptation to the 
new conditions is much easier for the urban population, since these 
people are more active and not so susceptible to changes in conditions 
of living. It is extremely difficult for the farmers, who have to 
move often from place to place with their livestock and their equip- 
ment, to adjust themselves to new connections and to different condi- 
tions of farming. Furthermore, there is a lack of livestock, par- 
ticularly animals of burden, and of seeds. These deficiencies were 
particularly great in the farm year 1945-1946. Adjustment difficul- 
ties were also great for the repatriated peoples from the west, many 
of whom had left Poland ten to twenty years ago. Conditions of liv- 
ing and of work had been quite different in western Germany or in 
France. The situation was made even more difficult since, despite 
the assistance of U.N.R.R.A. and other organizations, the help granted 
by the state was often insufficient. 

















Impact of Changes on the Polish Population 


. In the period prior to the census of February, 1946, there wasa 
considerable surplus of people returning to Poland. The first months 
after the census revealed a relative equilibrium of movements in and 
out, whereas there is now a definite surplus of emigration over immi- 
gration. A considerable number of Poles will probably return in the 
future, but the number of Germans still to leave Poland is perhaps 
even greater. It seems probable that the termination of these migra- 
tions will find the population of Poland slightly less than at the 
time of the census. Ignoring natural increase, it will be from 23.0 
to 23.5 million. Witha present area of 310 thousand square kilometers, 
the density will be only 74 to 76 per square kilometer as contrasted 
to a prewar density of 90. The relationship between people and re- 
sources is favorable. If the population increases in the future, both 
subsistence andemployment opportunities should be adequate. Moreover, 
the population is now large enough to meet the economic needs of the 
country if an appreciable territorial and occupational redistribution 
occurs. This redistribution will involve two types of movements: the 
settlement of the new lands of the west and north with Poles, and the 
transfer of apart of the rural farming population to urban residence 
and occupations. 


Progress has already been made in the reoccupation of the new 
territories. More than fourmillion Polish people now live inthe new 
areas; some counties are already saturated with rural population. The 
Polish population of the towns is now larger than at the time of the 
census. The process of occupation is still unfinished, but acomplete 
assimilation and utilization of these territories are assured. 


The exploitation of the existing eConomic potentialities of Po- 
land, including the reconstruction of the war-devastated areas, will 
require important occupational displacements. The total number of peo- 
ple is surely sufficient. Before the war agriculture was overcrowded, 
and now, despite the parcellization of the large estates and the colo- 
nization of the new lands of the west, there will be asurplus of work- 
ers for transfer to industrial occupations. This is of course a slow 
process. 


As a net result of the various movements, the population of Po- 
land will be almost completely uniform as to nationality in the ethnic 
sense. We hope that this will be one of the factors helping to create 
peace in this part of Europe. 


The census of February, 1946, supplied some information on the 
composition of the population by sex and age. There were 10,954 thou- 
sand males, 12,976 thousand females--a sex ratio of 118.5 females per 
100 males. Age was secured only inthree broad groups: below 18, 18- 
59, and 60 or over. The first group included 36per cent of the total 
population, the second 55, and the third9. These percentages require 
some corrections before being applied to the present population of Po- 
land. The German population present inFebruary, 1946, was included, 
although they either have now left or will soon leave Poland. The 
Germans present on the day of the census were distinguished from the 
Poles by the height of the sex ratio (170 women per 100 men), the 
high percentage of aged, and the small percentage in the 18-59 group. 

















Although the census does not give direct data on age by nationality, 
it is possible to estimate the age composition of the Polish ethnic 
group (Germans excluded) and, withless precision, its sex composition 
by age. The resultant figures are contrasted with those for 1931 in 
the following table:

The decreased proportion of children and young people is due to 
the decline in the number of births both before and during the war. 
The proportion of adults is surprisingly high, although the younger 
people, especially those below 30, suffered heavy losses. 


The returnof more Polish people will produce some changes in the 
age composition of the population. Although a numerical estimate is 
impossible, it appears that these changes will be relatively slight. 
Those returning from the west are mostly young people and are predom- 
inantly male, but those returning fromthe east have a high proportion 
of women, especially in the age group 18-59, a generally low propor- 
tion of adults, and a high proportion of children and youth. 


The major migrations across the frontiers will be completed dur- 
ing the year 1947 and the population of Poland will develop almost 
exclusively by natural increase. There is little basis on which to 
forecast the developments of the future. The age composition of the 
population is rather unfavorable, for the number of young people has 
declined. Furthermore, many women will not be able to marry because 
of the deficit of men. Actual developments will depend more on lev- 
els of mortality and fertility thanonthe composition of the popula- 
tion by age and sex. Unfortunately, Polish vital statistics have not 
yet been re-established after the war. New regulations for the reg- 
istration of marriages, births, and deaths were introduced on January 
1, 1946. The initial result was some confusion in the registers. As 
of mid-October, 1946, we possess only fragmentary data, but some con- 
clusions are possible. 


No epidemics have followed World War II as they did World War I. 
General mortality may be somewhat greater than before the war, but it 
is not exceptionally oaigh. The frequency of death from certain causes, 
notably tuberculosis, has risen. Where the registration of births is 
fairly exact, the rate appears to be high. The rate of natural in- 
crease for 1946 may be considerable, although this inference is based 
on very fragmentary data. 








Even precise statistical data forthe present would not permit us 
to foresee the future. Fertility was declining rapidly in prewar Po- 
land, although it remained relatively high. Mortality was declining, 
but italso remained relatively high. Presumably, as normal conditions 
return, the death rate will drop rapidly, ‘not only because of the pro- 
gress of public health but because those with chronic diseases will 
have died during orafter the war. Whether the increase in fertility 
will last cannot be predicted. 


At the end of 1921 Poland numbered 27.4 million inhabitants, or 
70 per square kilometer. On January 1, 1939, on the same territory, 
there were 35 million inhabitants, 90 per square kilometer. The in- 
crease had amounted to 27 per cent in only a little over seventeen 
years. Such a rapid increase probably will not occur in the future, 
but the rate of increase may reach one percent per year. If we agree 
that the population in 1947 will be 23 to 23.5 million, population would 
probably amount to between 26 and 27 million by 1960. 


POPULATION TRANSFERS: Industrialization of Western cowtries re- 
FACTS AND REFLECTIONS sulted initially in an acceleration of the 

movements of men, whether from farms to 
cities, from settled areas to frontiers, from country to country, or 
from Europe to the Americas. The attachment of the peasant to the 
land was loosened gradually, but from the eighteenth to the early 
twentieth century increasing proportions of the peoples of the West 
became aware of the larger world outside their immediate localities 
and maintained or secured the freedom tomove in order to achieve the 
superior economic and political opportunities they believed existed 
elsewhere for themselves and their children. Thenas the Western world 
matured economically and politically, both the opportunities and the 
compulsions to move beyond the frontiers of the nation-state lessened. 
The restriction laws which the Congress of the United States passed 
in the early ‘twenties were a dramatic symbol rather than a funda- 
mental cause of the new trend toward the erection of barriers to in- 
ternational migration. 


At the same time that economic and political forces were operat-— 
ing to lessen migration across national frontiers, sovereign states 
began experimenting with the exchange of minority groups as a means 
of solving the ethnic problems so deeply interwoven in the changing 
patterns of political conflict in eastern Europe. The Greek-Bulgarian 
and the Greek-Turkish exchanges of the period immediately after World 
War I established a precedent for the German transfers that began with 
the evacuation of the Germans from the South Tyrol andthe Baltic coun- 
tries in the fall of 1939, accelerated with the colonization of the 
areas taken from Poland, and lapsed only as the defeat of the German 
armies on the Russian front made further movements economically haz- 
ardous and politically indefensible. As the racialism underlying the 
concept of population transfer diffused throughout the satellite 
states, Bulgarians, Hungarians, Rumanians, and Croats utilized the 
technique to solve ethnic problems or to strengthen the legitimacy of 
claims to disputed border areas. 











Population transfers were only aminor segment of the vast move- 
ments of people generated by the war as it developed after 1939. Ref- 
ugee flights, forced labor recruitment, evacuations, the migration of 
Jews to their death in the East--all surpassed the ordered transfers 
both in numbers involved and in immediate demographic consequences. 
As the final defeat approached, the transferred peoples themselves be- 
came part of the new streams of refugees or joined the return migrations 
of the erstwhile conquerors. The anticipated "normal" population re- 
distributions of a postwar period occurred only in part, for the con- 
cept of population transfer asa technique toachieve ethnic homogene- 
ity, cultural unity, and political security was itself transferred 
from the conquered to the conquerors, and the nations of Europe started 
the return of Germans to the constricted frontiers of a defeated Ger- 
many. The complicated series of transfers between Poland and Germany 
and between Poland and the Soviet Union are described byDr. Szulc in 
the preceding note. In the Far East, some five million Japanese have 
already been"repatriated" toJapan Proper, and over one and one-quarter 
million Koreans have been "returned" to Korea. Suggestions for trans-— 
fers abound, including the "transfer" of the Arab population of Pales- 
tine to the Arab states andthe achievement of a homogeneous Pakistan 
state in India through interchange of Hindus and Mohammedans among the 
various provinces. 


The broad outlines of the movements and countermovements that oc- 
curred during the expansion of the Axis states, their defeat, and the 
initial period of the peace can be traced from the reports of observ- 
ers and participants and from the official statements of governments, 
but the nature of the majority of these movements is such that exact 
quantitative description is and will remain impossible. When politi- 
cal stability and functioning economies replace the near chaotic con- 
ditions of the war and postwar periods, there will be national popu- 
lation censuses and these, if comparable chronologically and in sub- 
stance from country to country, will permit measurement oi the net 
effect of the balance of births, deaths, and migrations on the popu- 
lations concerned. sxeconstructions of the migrations of the war pe- 
riod can be based only on the compilation, evaluation, and analysis 
of whatever contemporary material exists. The studies made during or 
immediately after the period when the movements were in process not 
only meet the current need for information asa basis ior iormulating 
policy decisions but also contribute to research on migration itself, 
on the relation of migration to population growth and distribution, 
and onthe demography of war. The International Labour Office assumed 
major responsibility for the documentation and analysis of migration 
during the war period; it issued Eugene M. Kulischer's The Displace- 
ment of Population in Europe and John H. E. Fried's The Exploitation 
of Foreign Labour by Germany. [See Index citations 10(3):1029 and 
11(4) 1871. ] 











The Institute of World Economics has just issued Joseph B. 
Schechtman's European Population Transfers, 1939-1945 as the third 
publication from its research project on European postwar reconstruc- 
tion. (New York, Oxford University Press, 1946. xi, 532 pp. $5.00.) 
Dr. Schechtman's study is especially valuable as an informational 
source because it is limited as toarea, time, and subject. The area 
of study isEurope, inclvding the western part of the U.S.S.R. but ex- 
cluding the Soviet Far East; the time period emphasized is that from 








the Hitler statement of policy on October 6, 1939, tothe final trans- 
fers in the collapsing German order of I944. The type of migration 
considered is the population transfer, defined as "...the organized 
removal of an ethnic group fromitscountry of residence, and its sub- 
sequent resettlement in territories under the sovereignty of its ethnic 
homeland, anoperation generally based oninterstate agreement" (p. x). 


Dr. Schechtman begins his study witha broad survey of the prob- 
lem of minorities in Europe between the two world wars, including the 
experience of the League of Nations with the treaties concerning mi- 
norities and the history and consequences of the Greek-Turkish trans- 
fers effected under the Convention of Lausanne of January 30, 1923. 
The major portion of the book is devoted to the transfer of German mi- 
norities and the German resettlement program (PartsII andIII, pp. 27- 
366), for "...the transfer policy articulated and implemented by the 
Third Reich was by far the most extensive and highly organized program 
in the whole field of population transfer." Here the author describes 
the transfer of the German minorities from the South Tyrol, the Baltic 
states, the Soviet-incorporated Polish provinces, Bessarabia and 
North bukovina, the Soviet Black Sea area, Rumania, Yugoslavia, and 
Bulgaria, and the resettlement, particularly inthe incorporated Pol- 
ish provinces. Part IV considers tne transfer of non-German minori- 
ties, including the transfers and the transfer policies of the Soviet 
Union, Finland, Hungary, andCroatia; the repatriation of the Estonian 
Swedes; and the Bulgarian, Rumanian, Bulgarian-Yugoslav-Greek, and 
Rumanian-Hungarian transfers. Part V, "Population transfer in retro- 
spect and prospect," offers "certain recommendations for the use of 
what must inevitably prove to be an instrument of the greatest im- 
portance in eliminating the most explosive danger spots inEurope and 
in securing the future peace of the Continent and the welfare of its 
peoples" (p. 24). The ethnic shifting recommended when no alternative 
solution to the ethnic problem appears feasible is to proceed under a 
reversed option clause, i.e., individuals may be exempted from an 
otherwise compulsory transfer if they choose explicitly to retain 
citizenship and residence on the understanding that in so doing they 
relinquish all rights formerly contingent on their minority status. 


The relevance of the demographic approach to a study of the mi- 
grations of a war period may be debatable. Population transfers have 
been, are, and probably will be primarily political in their inception, 
their organization, and their implementation in resettlement. None 
the less, transfers involve the movement of groups of people, often 
highly selected as to both demographic and economic composition, from 
one nation-state to another, with economic and demographic consequences 
quite disproportionate to the numbers involved. The transfer of the 
Japanese irom Formosa, Korea, and Manchuria removes not only anethnic 
but a social, economic, and professional elite who can be replaced 
only withdifficulty, and probably after aconsiderable period of time, 
from the ethnic majorities inthe countries concerned; it adds to the 
population of a Japan in process of drastic re-agrarianization sev- 
eral million persons ill-suited to absorption within the rural vil- 
lages. This is a statement of fact, not of policy, ior demographic 
facts do not constitute policy evaluations. 


The demographic impact of the earlier German and of the present 
Polish-Soviet transfers on the population of today's Poland has been 





described by Dr. Szulc. Here again the transfers; while numerically 
great, acnieve aneven greater demographic significance because of the 
selectivity involved bothin the movements and inthe countermovements. 


More fundamentally, the concept of population transfer implies 
a stable world order, one in which the boundaries of nations remain 
immutable and their populations sufficient but not over-abundant for 
the maintenance of economic and political well-being. One may ques- 
tion whether the maintenance oi ethnic homogeneity is consistent with 
expanding continental and world economies, for migration has been an 
integral part of the industrialization process as it has developed in 
the Western world and in the East. Demographically, the continued 
maintenance of ethnic homogeneity would seem to present almost insuper- 
able difficulties in a world in which rates of population growth are 
highly variable and in general related inversely to employment oppor- 
tunities, either present or potential. Furthermore, the population 
transfers of the present are occurring at the same time that France is 
formulating a comprehensive immigration policy and Italy is searching 
for migratory outlets fora still increasing population for whom oppor- 
tunities within anethnically homogeneous Italy are too limited. The 
dynamics of population growth andeconomic expansion would seem anti- 
thetical to the ethnic fragmentation of economic and cultural regions. 


These are general reflections on population transfers, and trans- 
fers themselves are only afragment of the broader problem of the re- 
lation of migration to the economic and demographic reconstruction of 
Europe and the world's other major regions. What is needed is not 
contemplative reflection on the role ot migration in the evolution of 
the modern world, or even historical research on the demographic causes, 
correlates, and consequences of the great international movements of 
past periods, but co-ordinated researchon the migration that is occur- 
ring in today's world and the migration that may occur in tomorrow's 
world. The subject is extraordinarily dificult, for the basic docu- 
mentation remains largely to be developed, and realistic analysis 
ramifies from the demography to soil structures, the availability of 
resources the rate and type of industrial expansion probable or pos- 
sible, the educational and cultural status of the population, political 
realities, and the processes of assimilation and conflict. The factual 
analysis of present migration and of potentialities for future migra- 
tion is the co-operative taskof representatives of many academic dis- 
Ciplines, not of demographers alone. But unless the migration and re- 
settlement policies of the future are to be determined largely with- 
out reference to demographic needs or consequences, it would appear 
that demographers should arouse fromthe comfortable lethargy induced 
by the delusion that international migrationasa field of demographic 
research is in process of relegation to history.

POPULATION In October, 1934, the Population Association of America 
INDEX issued an exploratory sixteen-page Review of Current 





Research. Frank Lorimer, then secretary of the Asso- 
ciation, listed books and articles in broad subject classifications, 
and added "a few notes on research." Publication of the Fifteenth 
Decennial Census of the United States had just been completed, and 
Elbertie Foudray was preparing liie tables for 1930. Thompson and 
Whelpton vere preparing population estimates of rural farm, rural non- 
farm, and urban populations for each state at five-year intervals to 
1960 for the Department of Agriculture, and the Study of Population 
Redistribution was in process under the direction of Carter Goodrich. 
Corrado Gini and the Comitato Italiano dei Problemi della Popolazione 
had just started a new journal called Genus, and Friedrich Burgdorfer 
had just published a small book entitled Sterben die weissen Volker? 








In 1935 arid 1936 the Population Association issued Volumes 1 and 
2 of aquarterly bibliography of international population studies and 
reports, Population Literature. In 1937 the editorship of the bibli- 
ography was transferred to the Office of Population Research, newly 
established in Princeton University's School of Public and Interna- 
tional Affairs. The name was changed to Population Index, and brief 
Current Items and a Statistics Section were added. The present issue 
begins Volume 13, the continuity of Population Literature and Popula- 
tion Index having been recognized by acontinuous numbering of volumes. 











The magnitude of the task involved in the compilation of acriti- 
cally selected and annotated bibliography of world population litera- 
ture has always exceeded the facilities available to the editors of 
Population Index. Logically, the preparation of the Index involves 
four major processes: definition of the field and the delimitationof 
frontiers; location of the publications that fall into this defined 
field; evaluation and selection of contributions for inclusion; and 
the actual preparation of citations and annotations: The problem of 
defining the field of population research has appeared rather academic 
to the editors. Instead, they have operated on the assumption that 
the Index should include references tomaterials relevant to research, 
planning, and policy in the population field, broadly defined. The 
changing interpretations of this general goal for definition and in- 
clusion will be discussed in more detail later. The problem of loca- 
tion of publications is one that can never be solved adequately by a 
small, private staff. Major reliance has been placed ona systematic 
coverage of the book, government publication, and periodical acquisi- 
tions of the Library of Congress to supplement those materials received 
directly by the Office of Population Research or the Princeton Univer- 
sity libraries. Limited staff, however, has never permitted complete 
inspection of the current accessions of the Library of Congress, and 
even these, massive as they are, constitute only a partial coverage 
of world demographic statistics andliterature. Bibliographies, book 
reviews, and other secondary sources have been used both to compen- 
sate for limitations of time and to supplement resources locally avail- 
able. 





The problem of evaluation and selection stands inintegral rela- 
tionship to that of location, for that which cannot be examined cannot 
be evaluated on other than some mechanical rules of procedure. The 
actual preparation of citations and annotations would be a simple pro- 

















cedure were it not that adequate performance implies omnipotent knowl- 
edge of methodology, subject matter, and languages. In a world of 
peace and mutual understanding among nations, the language problem 
would be soluble, either through a system of foreign advisers or 
through reliance on abstracts in Western languages known to the edi- 
tors. The limitations of this latter system as a technique for se- 
curing adequate coverage were quite apparent inthe case of the Guide 
to the Official Statistics of Japan. Part I. Japan Proper, 1868- 
1945, published as a supplement to the Index for October, 1946. In 
1930 and later years official statistics in the detail necessary for 
research were published only in the Japanese language. Furthermore, 
no library or government agency in the Western world secured complete 
files of these Japanese language publications prior to the surrender 
of Imperial Japan in 1945. Consequently, the bibliographical cover- 
age of Population Index yielded only occasional clues as to the pro- 
lific demographic studies and the migration and population policies 
of the Japanese in the period from 1937 to Pearl Harbor. 











The editors of Population Index have struggled with these prob- 
lems through the years, always realizing that if they succeeded in 
complete coverage with adequate annotations they would have neither 
facilities nor funds to publish the massive product that would result, 
despite fairly rigid canons of selection. Even within the limitations 
outlined previously, citations have usually been so vgluminous as to 
necessitate virtual elimination of certain types of materials. In the 
years preceding the war, regularly recurring statistical series or 
factual reports were seldom noted in the Index, since it was assumed 
that students working in a field would know the basic recurring pub- 
lications. Emphasis was placed on subject-matter research or on 
literature that might constitute the subject matter for future re- 
search. For instance, the literature which spearheaded the German 
drives to capture the "Auslandsdeutschtum" in the successive regions 
of eastern Europe was noted, as was propaganda in which population 
arguments were used as thinly-veiled rationalizations for the goals 
of predatory expansionism. Many regions of the world which lacked 
even reasonably adequate censuses and vital statistics were largely 
ignored ina bibliography oriented toward the results of and the data 
for demographic research. 





The orientation both of demographic interests and of interest in 
demography shifted drastically with the war. The pre-eminent need 
was for current information on areas, and the coverage of Population 
Index was designed tomeet this need, always within the limits of the 
security restrictions imposed by the Government. Since demographic 
research within the United States was curtailed drastically and for- 
eign publications were largely barred from citation and closed to 
other than highly restricted access, this orientation toward areal 
material and current information proved feasible within the publication 
facilities available. In fact, reorientation of coverage and service 
was the only alternative to suspension of the Index for the duration 
of the war period. 


With the end of the war, the gradual restoration of academic and 
governmental research in the demographic field, and increasing access 
to the publications of other nations, the problems of definition, 
scope, evaluation, selectivity, and annotation have again become acute. 
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The editors feel that any rigid formalization of procedures at the 
present time would be premature, but they face the immediate practi- 
cal problem of a volume of material too great to be included within 
the compass of the Index as it is now organized. Several preliminary 
decisions have been reached, subject to approval or disapproval by 
users of the Index. It has been decided to use condensed annotations 
in order to permit the inclusion of more citations, and to omit bib- 
liographical abstracts for books covered in the CurrentItems Section. 
Since this yielded an insufficient reduction of space, itwas further 
decided to omit citations to the official publications of provinces 
or other civil divisions within countries unless such publications 
have exceptional importance as sources of data or for research. 


The original conception of the editors of Population Index was 
that the current quarterly bibliographies would form the basis for 
quinquennial or decennial summations of demographic literature in 
which the contributions of more permanent value could be included 
within amore detailed classification scheme, anddeficiencies or lack 
of balance in the coverage of the individual issues could be corrected 
on the basis of a broader perspective of developments over a series 
of years. The war prevented the compilation of these summations, with 
the result that now over twenty thousand citations to the population 
literature of afifteen-year period are included in forty-seven sepa- 
rate issues, withonly annual author and country indexes as guides to 
the search for literature on specific areas, subjects, or problems. 
A cumulative bibliography including all citations previously carried 
would not only be prohibitively expensive to publish but would include 
an undue proportion of materials that had only transitory interest. 
Hence it is planned to issue a highly selective guide to world demo- 
graohic literature which will cover the two decades from 1930 to 1950. 
Tentative plans envision a major classification by regions and coun- 
tries, with subject classifications within each geographical grouping. 
Sucn a world guide would not only facilitate reference to the relevant 
literature but would permit the introduction of both regional and sub- 
stantive contributions from areas of the world that have not been cov- 
ered adequately in the current issues of Population Index. 


The editors would welcome suggestions from members of the Popula- 
tion Association that would lead tofurther improvement of the content 
of the Index. Moreover, it would greatly facilitate the coverage of 
materials if readers would send reprints of their articles that fall 
within the scope of the bibliography andalso report omissions of rel- 
evant literature.

The Population Commission will be served by the Demographic Divi- 
sion of the Social Affairs Department, whichwill also carry on research , 
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for the United Nations inthe field of population. The Division, under 
the direction of Frank Notestein, who is acting as consultant in the 
Social Affairs Department, is now beginning to recruit its technical 
staff. John Durand, formerly of the United States Bureau of the Cen- 
sus, has been appointed to the staff, and plans are now under way to 
obtain for the United Nations the services of professional demographers 
from other countries. 


The Statistical Office of the Division of Economic Stability and 
Employment also will have a section on population statistics, which 
is being headed by Forrest Linder, formerly of the Division of Vital 
Statistics of the United States Bureauofthe Census. This section's 
major responsivility will be that of collecting population data from 
governments, and its work will be carried on in close co-operation 
with that of the Demographic Division. In view of the great interest 
in population, not only of the United Nations but of several of its 
specialized agencies, notably the International Labour Office, the 
Food and Agriculture Organization of the United Nations, and the World 
Health Organization, it seems likely that more attention will be given 
to demographic matters than was possible in the League of Nations. 
Conrad Taeuber, formerly of the United States Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, has gone to the Food and Agriculture Organization of the 
United Nations to work primarily on problems of agricultural censuses, 
and Zygmunt Deutschman, formerly of the League of Nations, has assumed 
responsibility for the epidemiological statistics for the World Health 
Organization. The ILO is apparently planning to continue its interest 
in the field of migration, particularly the relation of migration to 
problems of the labor force. 


All of this work is still too muchinthe formative stage to be 
meaningfully appraised, but at least the machinery has been set up 
by which it will eventually become possible for the United Nations to 
take serious account of the world's population problems. 


POPULATION TRANSFERS: The draft text of the peace treaties with 
A FURTHER NOTE Italy, Hungary, Bulgaria, Rumania, and Fin- 
land appeared too late foranalysis and in- 

clusion inthe preceding note onEuropean population transfers. (See: 
New York Times, Jan. 18, 1947, pp. 25C-36C.) The Italian treaty pro- 
vides that Italian citizens domiciled on June 10, 1940, in territory 
now transferred by Italy to another nation, i.e., to France, Yugo- 
slavia, Greece, or the Free City of Trieste, shall become citizens of 
the nation to wnich the territory is transferred, except that persons 
over the age of 18 whose customary language is Italian may opt for 
Italian citizenship within a period of one year after the treaty comes 
into force. Those who thus choose Italian citizenship may be required 
to move toItaly withinayear from the date of their option.. Further- 
more, Italian citizens whose customary language is one of the Yugoslav 
languages may acquire Yugoslav nationality, but if they do so the 
Italian government may require their transfer to Yugoslavia. The Hun- 
garian treaty provides that Hungary shall enter into negotiations 
with Czechoslovakia to solve the problem of "those inhabitants of 
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Magyar ethnic origin, residing in Czechoslovakia, who will not be 
settled in Hungary in accordance with the provisions of the Agree- 
ment of Feb. 27, 1946, on exchange of population." 





» The treaties carry no provisions for the transfer of ethnic mi- 
norities among the former enemy states, or between those states and 
the U.S.S.R., whether by option or otherwise. The boundaries of Hun- 
gary become those of the Treaty of Trianon of 1920, with some minor 
exceptions. The Vienna Award of Nov. 2, 1938, the Protocol of May 
22, 1940, and the Award of Aug. 30, 1940, are annulled, and Transyl- 
vania is again Rumanian. Bulgaria's boundaries become those of Jan. 
1, 1941, asdo those of Rumania with the exception of those territories 
affected by the abrogation of the Vienna Award. Finland's boundaries 
are also those of Jan. 1, 1941, except for the Province of Petsamo, 
4 which is ceded to the U.S.S.R. 


Each treaty carries a general clause, promising all measures nec-— 
essary to secure to all persons under the jurisdiction of the nation, 
"without distinction as to race, sex, language, or religion, the en- 
joyment of human rights and of the fundamental freedoms, including 
freedom of expression, of press and publication, of religious worship, 
of political opinion and of public meeting." Furthermore, the laws 
in force in each country "shall not, either in their content or in 
their application, discriminate or entail any discrimination between 
persons of...nationality on the ground of their race, sex, language 
or religion, whether in reference to their persons, property, busi- 
ness, professional or financial interests, status, political or civil 
rights or any other matter,"
